Within minutes, seven of the parachutists were on 
Arizona State Prison property, several of them sur­ 
rounded by guards. One jumper found himself looking into 
the barrel of a gun. 
“They just came in all around the prison They could 
have been shot,” said Jim Bennett, an investigator for the 
Pinal County Sheriff’s Department. 
Four of the parachutists were blown clear of the prison 
property, but as for the unfortunate seven, including a 
juvenile:

“They (prison guards) were worried about subversive 
attack, is what they told us,” one of the skydivers said 
after he was released from jail Monday

He identified those jailed overnight as Michael Mer­ 
rier 21. of Tempe; Roberto Valenzuela. 34, of Tucson; 
and John Sharber, 21, of Flagstaff 
Released on bond Sunday night were Stephen Noonan. 
Jr 30. of Goodyear; Frederick Waring 26. of Comanche. 
Tex., and Darrell Fetzer, 23. of Flagstaff 


The juvenile, who was not identified, was released to 
juvenile authorities. 
Sharber, later recounting the incident and his night in 
jail, said: “ We took off with a planeload of U. There was 
a big dust storm moving in. We tried various places to 
land and were completely overloaded with sky divers and 
didn't think it was safe to land 
“ Somebody said it looked like a baseball diamond down 
there, so we jumped When we landed, we found out it was 
the prison diamond.

“ To me, there is a difference.

Carter addressed the crowd briefly 
fn Spanish, saying he spoke a little of 
the language and that his campaign 
had begun a voter registration push 
for Spanish-speaking citizens 
Shouts of “ Vjva Jimmy Carter.

Valley Fever: 
It's been around 
since early 1900s

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Like the mysterious Legion 
natre s disease, Valley Fever can strike suddenly at en­ 
tire groups ot people, with doctors at a loss to prevent the 
sometimes fatal outbreaks, 
, 
The affliction, officially known as coccidiotmycosis, 
has been around at least since the early 1900s, killing¡as 
many as 50 persons a year in California, says Dr. SydMy 
M Finegold. chief of the infectious disease se c tio n a t 
Wadsworth Veterans Hospital and a professor ot medi­ 
cine at UCLA 
But unlike the case of the American Legion members 
who were struck by a mysterious infection after they at­ 
tended a convention in Philadelphia earlier this summer 
Valley Fever has a known cause: the spores of the 
microscopic fungus coccidioides immitis. 
This particular fungus, it turns out, is picky about 
where it calls home, Finegold says Caldornia s San 
Joaquin Valley is a particularly fertile breeding ground 
|t)r the lungi, which need salty soil conditions, periodic 
rains to bring the spores to the suriace. and a dry, hot 
wind to blow them around 
Other areas of Southern California and parts of Arizona, 
New Mexico, Texas, and upper Mexico are also prime 
breeding grounds Finegold says 
Most of the fungus-struck victims merely get some kind 
of light cough or other respiratory irritation, and feel run­ 
down for up to a month Others may not even know 
they’ve had (he bug until a skin lest comes up positive 
But for about one per cent of those infected Valley 
Fever can become an extremely severe, il not fatal, 
health problem, according to Dr. Shirley Fannin, chiei of 
acute communicable disease control for Los Angeles 
County’s Department of Health Services 
Oddly, the complication rate for dark-skinned persons 
such as Chicanos blacks and Filipinos is considerably 
higher than for light-skinned persons But doc tors aren t 
sure whether that s due to diet, genetics or just in 
dicative of who works outside the most. 
The little fungi strike at humans in several ways. 
About 10 years ago, some children in the San Fernando 
Valley area of Los Angeles were playing war, digging 
trenches and throwing dirt 
bombs ’ in a neighborhood 
vacant lot. 
Lots of them came down with Valley Fever, as did one 
mother who shook out her offspring s dusty clothes, and 
her sister who was standing chatting by the washing 
machine. 
In all about 26 people were infected, Finegold recalls 
Then there were the students who got sick alter work­ 
ing in an archaeological dig in Arizona 
And a mechanic from Portland, Ore who had never left 
that city came down with the disease after working on a 
truck that had been driven through the San Joaquin Val­ 
ley 
When Valley Fever goes beyond the cold-Uke stage, it 
begins to look like viral pneumonia or a bad case of flu. 
with accompanying chills, shakes, headaches, vomiting 
and other symptoms And it gets really serious when it 
moves on to other organs, sometimes causing a form of 
meningitis, and chronic bone lesions 
Unfortunately for those who get tlx Valley Fever com­ 
plications, the cure isn’t much better than the sickness 
C urrently, doctors order intravenous doses of 
Amphotericin B, which can cause serious kidney damage 
and other toxic effects. Finegold says 
However, a new drug called Miconazole looks like the 
cure of the future Also given intravenously, tlx drug 
seems to have lets toxic side effects and works as well as 
Amphotericin B, Finegold says.

Terrible irony 
for President? 


N EW YO RK ( A P) — If true, what a terrible irony 
for President Ford. If what is true? That businesses 
are raising prices in fear of price controls later. 
Such a practice could only hurt Ford, who is rely- 
ing for much of his appeal on his economic record, 
of which a sharp decline in the rate of inflation is 
the keystone. 
Almost nobody believes Ford would use controls, 
and that’s the irony. They fear Jim m y Carter might 
do so, if elected, and those fears are multiplied by 
polls that show the Democrat is a strong contender 
for Ford’s job. 
The potential consequence isn't difficult to ass­ 
ess: Carter’s threat to Ford becomes magnified as 
prices rise, even though the price increase might be 
a consequence of Carter s politics rather than 
Ford’s economics. 
The evidence so far is only empirical, meaning 
that nobody has come out and confessed to raising 
prices because they fear controls, but. that certain 
prices are rising a bit ominously, and maybe oddly. 
U.S. Steel has raised prices three times in the 
past year and twice since June, even though some 
members of the industry have been quoted as say­ 
ing the most recent, to take effect Oct. 1, isn t 
justified by demand. 
Despite a weak construction industry and a 
tendency toward lower prices in summer, lumber 
and plywood prices have risen sharply. Two-bv- 
fours that sold for $135 per thousand board feet a 
year ago and $145 in June, are now listed as $175. 
Though camouflaged somewhat by pleasantly 
stable food prices, the Whoelsale Price Index 
doesn't look good. Prices of industrial commodities 
are turning volatile, and may cause problems 
After rising an average of only 0 3 per cent in the 
first three months, prices of these basic com­

Everybody likes to see fire engines racing down 
the street, their sirens wailing. Some people like it 
jso much that they turn in alarm s just for fun. 
False alarm s have becom e such a problem in 
som e com m unities, in fact, that a number of them 
have sim ply resorted to removing alarm boxes 
from the streets. One of them is Oakland, whose ex­ 
perience seem s to be typical of cities its size. 
In fiscal 1973-74. Oakland recorded 10.477 false 
alarm s. Even figuring a very low $7 cost for each 
response for fuel consumed and wear and tear on 
equipment, these false alarm s cost the city s tax­ 
payers more than $73,000. This is not to consider the 
unnecessary risk to life and limb. 
In an article in “ Fire Com m and!“ , a publication 
of the National Fire Protection Association, bat­ 
talion chief Hannes M. Andersen relates how 
Oakland tried all kinds of ideas to stop false alarm s 
cam eras, dye and stinkum on street boxes, stake­ 
outs, school programs and informational bulletins 
»distributed door-to-door. 
Some of them helped a little, but others actually 
made the problem worse by reminding potential or 
fenders that street boxes existed and could be used 
as toys. 
The Oakland Fire Department then contacted 
other cities to see what they had done. Of 01 cities, 
37 indicated that they had a false alarm problem, 
and of these, 33 had removed some or all of their 
boxes. 
4 
. 
Oakland eventually removed 87 of its m ost 
troublesome boxes, and even though false-alarm 
culprits are still playing gam es, the city docs not 
plan to rem ove nonoffending boxes or those causing 
a “ liveable“ level of false alarms. 
W ithin the next tw o y ea rs, how ever, an 
automated 911 telephone system will go into service 
in greater Oakland area. When the 911 system is ful­ 
ly operative, says Andersen, * Oakland intends to 
take a hard look at its remaining street boxes. 


A little 
goading helps 


You can’t legislate technology, any more than 
you can legislate m orality But the automobile in­ 
dustry’s innovative response to congressionally 
mandated improvements in fuel economy and em is­ 
sions suggests that a little governmental goading 
may help speed up the process. 
General Motors has announced that it will in­ 
troduce a new electronic spark timing system this 
fall that will mark the first use of a microprocessor 
— an on-board digital computer - in a production 
automobile. 
Named MISAR, for M icroprocessed Sening and 
Automatic Regulation, the new system will be stan­ 
dard on the 1977 Oldsmobile Toronado and will con 
tinually adjust ignition tim ing for best fuel 
econom y and em issions performance, GM presi­ 
dent Elliot M. E stes told a meeting of the Society ol 
Automotive Engineers. 
Tests indicate that the microprocessor, which 
contains m ore than 20,000 transistors and other 
electronic 
com ponents, 
will 
produce 
a 
fuel 
econom y benefit of more than one m ile per gallon 
at 1977 federal em issions levels. 
In addition, 
driveability and response of the car is better. 
GM is also developing other electronic system s, 
including one which can keep an engine operating at 
its best fuel econom y without knocking and another 
which can perm it use of advanced catalytic con­ 
verters for further control of exhaust emission». 
“Once this new electronic technology is aboard 
our cars, it can then take on many other tasks 
says E stes. “ For instance, it can provide digital 
readouts for the driver, It can be adapted to 
diagnostic applications. More sophisticated engine 
controls then becom e possible, as do such things as 
c o m p u ter-co n tro lled , 
antiskid 
braking 
and 
sim plification of the electrical wiring system 
The ultim ate goal is one central computer encom 
passing all of these functions

WASHINGTON - The major oil 
companies have been conducting a 
multimillion dollar advertising cam­ 
paign to improve their image But 
ihere’s one story Big Oil isn t telling 
in their commercials. 
The federal agency charged with 
protecting minorities from employ­ 
ment discrimination in American 
businesses has helped keep the story 
a secret. Equal Employment Oppor 
tunity Commission (EEOC) files on 
the subject are marked “Sensitive 
Inform ation — U nauthorized 
Release Prohibited. 
The files reveal that the oil in­ 
dustry lags far behind other 
American businesses in the hiring 
and promotion of blacks. Only about 
7 per cent of the employes in oil- 
related industries, the documents 
show, are blacks. But EEOC figures 
for all industries reveal that blacks 
make up 10.5 per cent of the job force 
— 33 per cent more than in the oil 
business 
The government reports indicate 
that employment of blacks has in­ 
creased in the oil industry over the 
past five years But the breakdown 
by job categories shows that most 
blacks still work in the lower echelon 
jobs About half of the white collar 
jobs held by blacks in the oil industry 
are clerical. Few blacks occupy top 
management positions. 
Not a single black, for example, 
holds a managerial position at 
Chevron s Calco Division in New 
Orleans, where blacks comprise 7.7 
per cent of the 1.981 person work 
lorce, By contract, the black labor 
force in all of Louisiana is 25 per cent 
of the work force The 14 1 per cent 
employment rate among blacks is 
double that of the while population 
Here are more confidential 
governm ent 
figures: 
Philipps 
Petroleum reported 1,232 blacks, or 
4.8 per cent out of the 27,018 
employes in 1975. Only 241 of the 


blacks had white collar jobs, and 123 
of those were clerical workers 
Mobil Oil employed 524 more 
blacks in 1975 than it did in 1972 Yet 
blacks still represented only 8 2 per 
cent of the Mobil work force Sixty- 
five per cent of the blacks in white 
collar positions held secretarial jobs 
Shell Oil hired 341 additional 
blacks over the past three years. But 
they still make up only 8 per cent of 
Shell’s 30,874 employes. Seventy-two 
per cent of the “white collar blacks 
are in the clerical category 
At Atlantic Richfield, the percen­ 
tage of black employes has remained 
at a relatively constant 7.8 per cent, 
despite personnel cutbacks. Fifty- 
eight per cent of the blacks at ARC O 
work in blue collar jobs, while two- 
thirds of the blacks in white collar 
jobs handle clerical chores 
At Exxon, the world s largest cor­ 
poration, the percentage of blai ks 
over the past five years has risen 
from 8 uer cent to 8 8 per cent As 
with the oil companies, however 
most of the blacks who hold white 
collar Jobs were clerks, by contrast, 
onlv 26 per cent of the whites in the 
same category were clerks 
Not all of the petroleum industry 
was so slow to change. Skelly Oil 
showed a ten-fold increase in the 
number of black employes dunng the 
past five years The number of black 
management officials at the tirin 
ruse from zero to 88 over this period 
Footnote: The oil com p an ies con­ 
firmed the accuracy of the EEOC 


figures. They defended their record, 
however, contending that minority

the child. And your first ob­ 
ligation should be to the 
child. 
If a husband feels he 
could not accept or love a 
child fathered in this way. 
it might be wiser for a cou­ 
ple to consider adoption. 
Irrationally, some men 
cannot help feeling that 
AID is equivalent to in­ 
fidelity on the part of the 
wife. If he is doubtful but 
worries that he is depriv­ 
ing his wife of the exper­ 
ience of motherhood, it is 
important that he realize 
that this would create a 
poor environment for the 
baby. Though his grudging 
agreement might tempor­ 
arily satisfy his wife, the 
repercussions in the long 
run could severely dam­ 
age the marriage. 
You both must be rea­ 
sonably confident that you 
will be able to accept the 
baby as the child of both of 
you. not just yours, or even 
worse, yours and an anony­ 
mous stranger. 
To reduce the possibility 
of the husband's jealousy 
or the wife’s fantasizing, 
the identity of the donor is 
always kept a strict secret 
Often, the semen of the 
husband is included with 
that of the donor, so that 
there is always that hidden 
feeling that the child could 
be the husband’s. 
Authorities also empha­ 
size the importance of 
keeping donor insemina­ 
tion a secret between hus­ 
band, wife and physician, 
without consulting or con­ 
fiding in family or friends.

ned 
There was a meaty role 
In it, calling for a middle- 
aged woman to play the 
part of a terminally ill 
dean of a woman's col­ 
lege She and her husband 
become victims in a 39-car 
collision on a California 
freeway. 
’ ’C arol said to the 
producer, 
I think this 
(part) Is Harriet,’” Mrs 
Nelson recalled, “ And he 
said, ‘Do you think she d 
like to work?’ So Carol 
called me And I said,‘You 
just know I ’d like to 
work.*” 
Her work will appear on 
ABC come Saturday, Sept. 
18, in a two-hour movie 
called “ Smash-Up on In­ 
terstate 5 ’ 
For Harriet Nelson, a 
s le n d e r, 
hum orous, 
matter-of-fact woman, it’s 
not only an acting job. it's 
also part of the process of 
coming out of the shell into 
which she retreated after 
Ozzie’s death, 
“ It’s sort of a continua 
tion of life which you must 
face, you know?’ she said. 
“ There's no alternative 
She was speaking at her 
home near the ocean, in 
Lag u n a 
B e a c h . 
She 
prefaced the conversation 
bv remarking what a love­ 
ly, sunny day it was and 
how briskly the seagulls 
were cavorting 
She also spoke about her 
two sons and co-stars from 
the old “ Adventures” days 
on TV — Ricky, now 36. 
and a pop music star, and 
David. 40. involved in film 
editing, producing and a 
little acting 
She said David briefly 
appears in “ Smash-up on 
Interstate 5, 
playing a 
California Highway Patrol 
trooper. 
She said that when she 
consulted the boys about 
going back into acting 
“ they were just delighted 
I think they were more ex­ 
cited about it than I was 
“ They wanted so much 
for me to go back to work. 
I think, because they knew 
what it would do for me 
For H arriet Nelson, 
whose parents also were 
actors, work comes as 
what she calls "a lifetime 


habit. And somehow, with­ 
out working, you find you 
don’t know who you are ’ 
Her work started six 
weeks after her birth in 
Des Moines, Iowa, when 
her parents took her on­ 
stage in a play. Her first 
speaking part came at the 
ripe old age of three in a 
Midwest opus called Mrs. 
Wiggs of the Cabbage 
Patch.” 
She retired at age five — 
school, you know — but 11 
y e a rs 
la t e r , 
a fte r 
graduating from St Agnes 
Academy in Kansas City, 
the teen-ager known as 
Harriet Hilliard returned 
to show biz 
She studied ballet, did 
some 
vaudeville and 
drama. 
While toiling as mistress 
of cerem onies at the 
Hollywood, a New York 
night club, she met a young 
bandleader name of Ozzie 
Nelson 
She became the 
b an d ’s f ir s t fem a le 
vocalist in 1932. 


“ It was s tr ic t ly a 
business arrangement in­ 
itially,” said Mrs. N. 
But she and Ozzie were 
married in 1935. Eight 
years later, they started 
their own radio show, a 
program sponsored by 
International Silver and

heard from 8 to 6.30 p.m. 
Eastern time cm CBS. 
The rest is broadcast 
history, with the Nelsons 
taking time out for the 
birth of their sons and 
Harriet s brief, busy fling 
in movies 
“ I stopped those.” she 
said of the song flicks, 
‘when the Hollywood 
Reporter (a trade paper) 
started listing them as the 
usual H arriet H illiard 
stock company.” ' 
She said she found her 
role in the soon-to-appear 
ABC film the heaviest 
dramatic role she's ever 
played in her life 
But the weight of work 
was eased by the fact that 
not only was son David in 
the show, so was Buddy 
Ebsen. who plays her hus­ 
band 
She and Eb first 
shared the bill more than 
40 years ago during a 
vaudeville appearance in 
Detroit. 
Harriet Nelson’s last TV 
acting job was four years 


ago, with her husband in a 
syndicated situation com­ 
edy series called “ Ozzie s 
Girls.” 
“ I think if you’re an a c ­ 
to r, you can go from one 
picture to another without 
— if you 11 pardon the ex­ 
pression — any sweat,” 
she said with a quick laugh. 
Then she grew thoughtful 
“ I will say the first day 
on the set was a little like 
swimming underwater It 
was hard to get into focus 
because It was the first 
time I ’ve worked without 
Ozzie in a good many 
years. 
“ And I missed him so 
terribly. Besides missing 
him as my husband, I also 
missed him as my partner. 
Because he's the one who 
used to stand back of the 
camera and say, ’Not good 
enough,’ or, 'That was 
fine ’ 
' But it didn’t take me 
long to get back into it. And 
of course. Buddy was such 
a darling.”

killed two women, Nadine 
Eli/abeth Sorenson. 21, and 
Alvrtira Tern Patino. 21. 
while they were in the 
same apartment 
Langston then report 
edly went to another apttrl 
merit and shot Arturo Go// 
man. 20. tiegugio Navarro, 
47. and his daughtei Maria 
Navarro, 17. 
*• Officers said Guzman 
was shot in the doorway of 
an apartment belonging to

. * Navarros were shot as they 
~ came to his aid 
Guzman died at St 
Mary s Hospital, authori­ 
ties said, while Navarro 
and his daughter suliercd 
minor injuries.

Pastor Bruesewitz was “ a 
sickly person" who acted 
on the spur of the moment. 


West German television, 
however, interviewed two 
East German ministers 
who characterized Pastor 
Bruesewitz as a pious man 
who undertook bis self- 
tmmoialion as "an act of 
desperation" to call atten­ 
tion to the plight of religion 
in East Germany.
